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The Honor List Breeders 


Winterthur and Carnation Lead Again 


By WM. A. 


S last year, Winterthur stands first and Carnation 
A second both as Honor List owner and Honor List 

breeder, according to the point system devised by 
Holstein-Friesian World and explained in detail on page 7 
of our May 30 issue. This is the fifth year in succession 
that Winterthur has won the double honor of leading 
owner and leading breeder—a showing that is not 
approached by any other Holstein establishment and 
setting a mark that will probably stand for many years to 
come as only one other establishment—Carnation Milk 
Farms—has ever won the double honor since the Honor 
List replaced the old cash Prize List, nine years ago. 
Carnation, by the way, has won it twice, in 1924-25 and 
1925-26. 

Baltz Hoesly climbs into third place as an Honor List 
breeder for 1930, having bred not only his own point win- 
ners but also those of A. C. Oosterhuis. Rock River 
Farms, the fifth place owner, ranks fourth as a breeder, 
which puts them well up among the leaders as breeder 
and owner for the past nine years. Essex County Hos- 
pital, the third place owner, drops to fifth as breeder, a 
number of their point winners being members of their 
foundation herd bred by T. D. Morley. 


Through an error in our compilations, Forsgate Farms 
were credited with only 160 points as owner. This should 
have been 174 points, giving them sixth place as owner, 
and they also have sixth place as breeder with 164 points. 
Table I shows the ranking as owner of the ten leading 
Honor List breeders of 1930.

Wisconsin, which made such an impressive showing as 
owner for 1930, does even better as a breeder of Honor 
List producers. Wisconsin-bred Holsteins this past year 
scored the magnificent total of 1,598 points, considerably 
better than twice as many as the next highest state, which 
is New York with 733 points. The 71 Wisconsin breeders 
almost equal the total of the next three states combined 
in this respect.

ize vacation-land, the White Mountains, the beach 

resorts, etc., rather than fertile level acres of high 
producing farm land. Baker Farm at Stratham, New Hamp- 
shire (postoffice, Rockingham) thus proves to be something 
of a shock to visitors from other sections with its 2'20 level 
and slightly rolling, stone-free, productive acres. The sign- 
post says 55 miles each way to Boston and Portland, 9 
miles to fashionable Rye Beach, while tide water, the 
Squamscott River, forms the boundary on two sides. Orig- 
inally laid out by a previous owner as a horse breeding 
establishment, Mr. E. A. Baker has made of it not only 
a delightful summer home, but a very practical set-up for 
a Holstein institution that in the past decade has won 
national recognition. 


It was my privilege recently to spend a day at Baker 
Farm in company with the owner, a day not soon to be 
forgotten. Arriving in Boston about seven A. M., I went 
at once to Mr. Baker’s office on Congress Street, New Eng- 
land headquarters for the Chamberlin Metal Weatherstrip 
Co., Mr. Baker being a vice president of the parent com- 
pany at Detroit. After a substantial breakfast at one of 
those delightful homey market-place eating houses, we set 
out for the farm by motor, passing through many places

tion here. At the farm, we found Manager Vere Culver 
wearing the habiliments of a laboring man, busily engaged 
in leaning on a pitch fork while his assistant removed what 
O. M. Plummer would doubtless refer to as some of 
Ormsby Direct’s “best efforts”, from the stall. While this 
job was finishing, we did justice to Mrs. Culver’s dough- 
nuts and coffee (an old New England custom) and then 
the day really began!

ing for one, two and three years; has the second highest 
fat record for cows on two-time milking, and is the world’s 
champion for two and three years in this class. Here is 
what she has done: Starting her first test as a six-year- 
old, she made a record of 21,458 lbs. milk, 786 lbs. fat 
(982.5 lbs. butter). Freshening again in her fourteenth 
month, she produced in 360 days, 23,364 lbs. milk, 850 
lbs. fat (1,062.5 lbs. butter). T'wenty days after the com- 
pletion of this test, she freshened again, and recently fin- 
ished her year with 25,674.5 lbs. milk, 892.2 lbs. fat (1,115.25 
lbs. butter), all three records made on two-time milk- 
ing. Her first two records and the first four months of her 
most recent record were made in the herd of Douglas Hart, 
Woodstock, Ont., from whom Mr. Baker purchased Louise. 
Her final eight months were made at Baker Farm. The 
complete championship record thus will not appear on 
the books of either the American or Canadian associa- 
tions, but the total of the two sections gives her the honor 
claimed above. 

Vere Culver considers her the greatest dairy cow he has 
ever worked with, an honor he had always previously re- 
served for May Walker Ollie Homestead. None of her pic- 
tures really bring out the character of the cow. Strength, 
with refinement make up the key-note of her conformation. 
Her head is a model, clean cut and nicely chiseled, with 
an alert and queenly carriage. Through the heart she is 
superbly strong, with great body capacity, a strong, level 
back and rump and an udder that in spite of her years of 
hard work is as tidy as a three-year-old, extending well 
forward and attached wide and high behind. She stands 
out in any company, and in the pasture season is always 
the lead cow when the herd wends its way to and from 
the stables. She would easily pass for half her present 
age of ten years. 

Her old dam, Butter Lass of Baker Farm, made 428 
lbs. fat, 12,626 lbs. milk in ten months on two-time milk- 
ing, and like her daughter she carries her years lightly. 
She recently dropped at Baker Farm her twelfth daugh-

ter in 14-year-old form, and is again on yearly test which 
is expected to raise her 12-year-old record materially. 
Attention is called to the shape and attachment of her 
udder, and remember, she is the mother of twelve daugh- 
ters! 

Several of the other daughters of old “Butter Lass” 
have made records, all on two-time milking. “Campbell”, 
perhaps the closest approach to Louise, made 511 Ibs. fat, 
14,913 lbs. milk in 10 months, and was just starting on a 
new record that promised sensationally when she was un- 
fortunately lost as the result of bladder trouble. Frances, 
one of the very best of the younger sisters, made 506 lbs. 
fat, 12,199 lbs. milk as a three-year-old. She is running 
again in four-year-old form. “Bluebell” and “Midnight’, 
full sisters of Louise, and “Dinah,” “Darky,” and “Girl” 
are all on test or just getting ready to go on. Two daugh- 
ters of Louise complete the milking array in this wonder- 
ful family. Butter Lass Abbekerk of Baker Farm, as a 
four-year-old, made 688 lbs. fat, 18,873 lbs. milk, while 
“Marigold” as a two-year-old made 511 lbs. fat, 13,607 lbs. 
milk under the same conditions. The yearling daughter 
of Louise Butter Lass Bonnie of B. F. is probably the class 
of the heifers of this age at Baker Farm. Louise has a 
two-year-old son by Soo Canary Finderne (Tom Dent’s 
herd sire) that has been in service in Oxford County, 
Ont., where this family originated. Several of the cows 
were in calf to him at time of purchase, and these calves 
are so outstanding for their ages, and display so strikingly 
the character of Louise herself, that the bull, Canary 
Korndyke Finderne, has just been purchased by Mr. Baker 
and will take his place as one of the leading herd sires at 
Baker Farm. Louise is now safe in calf to King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje in the hope of getting another future 
herd sire. Altogether this is one of the most interesting 
groups we have ever seen and its future development at 
Baker Farm bids fair to make much worthwhile history. 

The quality at Baker Farm, however, is by no means

inbred daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, her nearest 
competitor being Aaggie Abbekerk Jewel, famous star of 
the McCarthy herd. The daughter of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst was showing just ready to freshen in wonderful 
bloom and displaying one of the finest udders that has 
been seen in any show ring. She is a four-year-old and 
will be remembered as a first prize winner at the Royal 
as a two-year-old two years ago. The accompanying pic- 
ture will give some idea of the class of this four-year-old, 
who has set up quite a mark for the other heifers of this 
age to shoot at in 1931. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst scored 
again for Mt. Victoria Farm in the milking four-year-old 
class, which was won handily by Montvic Rag Apple 
Segis. Another daughter, Montvic Rag Apple Colantha, 
out of the famous All-American 1,000-lb. fat cow, Oak- 
hurst Colantha Abbekerk, headed the class of milking 
three-year-olds. These three first prize-winning daughters 
of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, with Papoose, made a very 
remarkable dairy herd and the two younger daughters bred 
at Mount Victoria, together with Montvic Rag Apple Baron, 
made a splendid get of sire group.

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The National Type Series 


HE interest and attention of the Holstein industry this 

month is centered upon the National Type Sale to 

be held at St. Charles, Ill, July 15, under the man- 
agement of Melin-Petersen Company. This is the third 
annual sale of this series and the results of the earlier 
offerings have raised expectations to a high pitch for this 
forthcoming event. The first sale in this series was held 
in July 1929, fifty-eight head making an average of $725, 
with a $5,100 top for the famious cow, Side Hill Ormsby 
Segis. This was the highest averaging consignment sale 
for the year 1929. In 1930, fifty-nine head made an av- 
erage of $412.54, with a $2,075 top for the All-American 
bull, Skylark Hengerveld Butter Boy. This year’s event 
contains an even larger number of animals that have al- 
ready won All-American honors and have been serious 
contenders for this recognition. 

These sales are held in July particularly for the con- 
venience of breeders who may be needing a few outstand- 
ing animals to fill out their show herds for the current 
season. The ability of the management in recognizing 
these potential winners in advance and the high stand- 
ard of business ethics that has come to be associated with 
sales handled under this management, command the con- 
fidence of not only the best type of consignors but of 
prespective purchasers as well. 

We feel that the whole industry owes something of a 
debt in these times not only to the sale managers who have 
been willing to invest their time and money in the 
promotion of these national sales of the highest type, 
but also to the breeders who have been willing to permit 
the public to set its own price on these animals that rep- 
resent the cream of the breed. It has certainly helped ma- 
terially to bolster confidence in the underlying strength 
of the market for our better animals to have the Royal 
Brentwood and National Convention sales command the 
support that was accorded them both from consignors and 
purchasers. With the renewed confidence that has _ re- 
cently come into business and financial circles during the 
past few weeks, we are decidedly hopeful and optimistic 
that there may be further occasion for congratulations to 
the Holstein industry when the results of the forthcoming 
National Type Sale are written into history. Certainly, 
neither the management nor consignors are leaving any- 
thing undone that is possible in advance to bring about 
this result. The location in Illinois, this year, will be more 
central than in previous events which have been held 
in Minnesota, and it is now largely up to the buying public 
as to the eventful outcome. 


A Worthwhile Gift 


UR last issue contained a news announcement of im- 
O portance and significance that deserves special com- 
ment here. We refer to the announcement of the 
gift by Mr. F. W. A. Vesper, Fredmar Farms, St. Louis, 
Missouri, of fifty females and two herd sires to the Mis- 
securi College of Agriculture at Columbia. Long recognized 
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as one of the outstanding college herds, this addition tg 
the herd at the University of Missouri will place it in ap 
outstanding position. It is hoped that the present herd 
at the college will increase the opportunities for student 
instruction, make possible further worthwhile investiga. 
tions in breeding and dairy husbandry, and be of practical] 
service to dairymen in developing the Holstein bree 
throughout the state. 

Of particular interest in connection with this gift is 
Mr. Vesper’s stipulation that the herd will be maintained 
and developed and that the offspring will be passed on to 
deserving boys and girls in Missouri in connection with 
4-H calf club work. This substantial endowment of the 
4-H club program in Missouri should account for wonder. 
ful advances in this department in that state during com. 
ing years. 

The group included in this gift comprise many of the 
most famous animals in the Fredmar herd, including elevep 
that have already completed year records up to over 90) 
lbs. fat and fourteen others now on yearly test with 
further outstanding records in process of completion. To 
go with these females are the two well known herd sires, 
Triune Supreme and Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 24th. Both 


are sires that have been used extensively at Fredmar 
Farms. 


We are glad to be able to say that Mr. Vesper does not 
intend to retire from the active breeding of Holsteins at 
Fredmar Farms, but will continue upon a somewhat small- 
er scale with the development of the herd and will cooper. 
ate with the college in every way possible in the further 
development of that herd. 

Mr. Vesper, who is a director of the Holstein-Friesian 
Asscciation of America, is one of the big men of the 
southwest. He is sincerely interested in the agricultural 
development of his section and is never too busy with 
his own affairs to lend a helping hand in worthwhile proj- 
ects of public interest. The wonderful plant which houses 
the National Dairy Exposition and which has brought this 
great institution permanently, or at least for a period of 
years, to St. Louis, is but one monument to his inspiring 
leadership. 

While we regret to see Fredmar Farms taking a po- 
sition of lessened activity in its own name in Holstein 
affairs, as we infer will be the situation following this 
recent development, in another sense Mr. Vesper’s work 
as a breeder through this act will perhaps be perpetu- 
ated even more forcefully and will serve as an enduring 
monument to his work as a breeder.

HOUSEHOLDER COMMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It seems to me that the management of the National 
Convention Sale held at Syracuse following the annual 
convention should be given a very hearty vote of thanks 
by the consignors to the sale and also by the Holstein 
breeders of the northeast who were given an opportunity 
to bid on a line of bulls the equal of which we have not 
seen at a public sale in the past seven vears. I mean by 
this that the bulls brought by the sales management to 
the State of New York for this sale were the best genera] 
lot of bulls that I have seen offered at any one sale both ' 
for type and record backing. Long after Syracuse and 
New York has forgotten this National Convention and 
most delegates have forgotten the most royal entertain- 
ment given by the New York breeders, the Holstein in- 
dustry of New York and neighboring states will remember — 
this sale by the offspring of bulls dispersed. 

Another congratulation should be extended to the breed- 
ers of the state of New York for the wonderful support 
they accorded this sale. I have not seen the summary 
as this is written but my impression is that 85% of the 
cattle offered at this sale were absorbed in the state of 
New York, which is a most remarkable record for any 
state in connection with a sale of this calibre. (The fig- 
ures were 75%—Editor.) 

It would seem to me, however, that a sale to be held 
in connection with the National Holstein Convention 
could better be a one-day event limited to animals which }~ 
have been classified as good plus or better by at least 
two members eligible to do classifications for the National 
Convention. Madison is enthusiastic about having the 
honor of entertaining the Association next June and we 
assure the Holstein fraternity that Wisconsin will put on 
a real cow convention.

carloads to date. He is optimistic for 
the future of this business. 





Milwaukee County House of Coprrec- 
tion, North Milwaukee, Wis., -has re- 
cently finished its third year in Dairy 
Herd Improvement work. I. M. Ben- 
son, herdsman at this institution, re- 
ports as follows on the results accom- 
plished: “We finished our third year 
in D. H. I. A. with the following aver- 
age—12,126 lbs. milk, 418.2 lbs. fat, 
with an average test of 3.43%. This 
gave us third place in the association 
for 1930. The herd of Albert Meyer, 
Jr., was first with 425.33 lbs. fat, and 
Koerber Bros. were’ second with 
422.59 lbs. fat. We milked forty cows 
and averaged fourteen in Class B, the 
remainder in Class C. Our high cow 
was Correction Excetter’ Beatrice 
953191, a _ five-year-old daughter of 
Excetter Joe Homestead 415849, with 
16,516 lbs. milk, 614.1 lbs. fat, testing 
3.8%. Of the five high cows, we have 
the first three and the fifth.” Other 
interesting news reported by Mr. 
Benson include the following: “Our 
junior sire, Ccrrection Fayne Prince 
531730, we have sold to Albert Meyer 
who had the high herd. Mr. Meyer 
was impressed with the offspring of 
this bull in our herd, and felt sure that 
he could keep up his good production. 
We have Prince’s first daughters just 
freshening in°“our herd and they are 
milking heavily. We intended to run 


them in Class C as fast as they 
freshen. The dam of Correction Fayne 
Prince is a 754-lb. fat producer in Class 
B. Koerber Bros. recently purchased a 
son of Excetter Joe Homestead 415849, 
our senior sire, to head their good 
herd. This young bull is out of the 
same dam as Correction Fayne Prince, 
our former junior sire.” 





Missouri State Fair will hold its 
thirty-first annual event at Sedalia, 
August 22-29, with Holstein day on 
Tuesday, August 25. Prof. H. H. 
Kildee, of Iowa State College, will tie 
the ribbons for the Holstein classes, 
according to an announcement from F. 
W. A. Vesper, department director. A 
total of $8,223 will be paid in pre- 
miums to dairy show exhibitors, of 
which the Holstein classes will re- 
ceive $2,538. Entries for this show 
close on or before August 5. 





Baker Farm, Rockingham, New 
Hampshire, reports that eight mem- 
bers of the Butter Lass family are 
now on test at Baker Farm. The 
figures to date are given below. While 
they are not sensational, they do show 
uniform production. They are made 
under very normal conditions with the 
cows all running at pasture except 
during milking time, and all in Class 
B. Conditions are such that these 
same cows will go on next year and 
do as good or better in the following 
years. 

“Abbekerk” has 12,168 lbs. milk, 361 
Ibs. fat in 159 days; “Marigold”, a 
three-year-old, has 19,240 lbs. milk, 
587 lbs. fat in 280 days; “Darky” has 
made 12,084 lbs. milk, 420 lbs. fat in 
200 days; “Frances”, a four-year-old, 
is credited with 13,900 lbs. milk, 518 
Ibs. fat in 234 days; “Butter Lass’ at 
the age of fifteen years has made 
11,600 lbs. milk, 343 lbs. fat in 210 
days; “Bluebell” has 16,231 lbs. milk, 
523 lbs. fat in 283 days; “Midnight” 
produced 8,189 lbs. milk, 277 lbs. fat in 
150 days, and “Girl” 10,287 lbs. milk, 
366 lbs. fat in 250 days. 





Announcing the purchase of their 
third sire from Rock River Farms 
last month, Prairie Trail Farm, Dixon, 
Ill., reports also some striking results 
from the use of their previous sires of 
ock River Farms breeding. 

The first bull used in the Prairie 
Trail Farm herd was a son of Sir 
Johanna Fayne Segis Pontiac, the 
former Rock River sire, out of a high 
record and show winning daughter of 
Pabst Pontiac Champion. Miss Ruth 
Dysart, owner of Prairie Trail Farm, 
reports extraordinary increase in pro- 
duction by the daughters of this bull 
as compared to their dams. Ten dam 
and daughter comparisons have been 
given us on the basis of the pounds 
of fat produced for the best month. 
We understand that the daughters are 
milking with their first and second 
calves. The dams averaged 39 pounds 
fat per month. The 10 daughters av- 


eraged 62.1 pounds of fat, or a gain 


of 23 pounds. There are a number of 
second calf daughters which have 
milked 75 pounds of milk and over a 
day on twice a day milking, the best 
of them producing over 80 pounds of 
fat per month. 

The Prairie Trail herd has averaged 
over 42 pounds of fat per month in 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
with a herd of 25 head. The tenant 
on this farm, Mr. Torti, has been as- 
sociated with Miss Dysart for many 
years in the development of the herd 
and deserves much credit for the 
feding and management that have 
made these results possible. 





W. E. Kelso, superintendent of the 
Modern Woodmen herd at Woodmen, 
Colo., writes that one of the large 
Holstein transactions for the year in 
Colorado was made last Monday, when 
The Modern Wioodmen of America 
Sanatorium sold at private sale in one 
bunch seventeen registered Holstein 
cows and one bull to The Charles H. 
Burke Indian School at Fort Wingate, 
New Mexico. Superintendent E. B. 
Dale made the trip to Woodmen and 
personally inspected each animal pur- 
chased. The Charles H. Burke Indian 
School already owns nineteen head of 
pure bred cattle and is disposing of 
all of its grade cattle, which will make 
one more boost for pure bred Holstein 
cattle. Although the dairy business 
has had a “black eye” during the de- 
pression last year, the Modern Wood- 
men of America Sanatorium has en- 
joyed one of the best years in the 
sales of its surplus stock. We have at 
the present time 152 head of pure bred 
Holstein cattle on,the place, and are 
using our best efforts to breed larger 
and better Holsteins. 





John G. Ellis, Owner of Highfield 
Farm, Lee, Massachusetts, was pre- 
sented with two cups at the recent 
annual meeting of the Berkshire Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association as a 
result of records in his herd. One of 
the cups awarded Mr. Ellis was 
offered by the Berkshire County Ex- 
tension Service for a member of the 
association having the high cow for 
the year, it to become the permanent 
possession of the breeder winning it 
three successive years. This is the 
second time Mr. Ellis has won this 
cup. The other cup awarded Mr. Ellis 
is given annually by Shaun Kelly, of 
Richmond, Mass., to the owner of the 
high herd, points being based on pro- 
duction and profit over feed cost. 





The G. R. Heath Dairy, near Mo- 
desto, Calif., has purchased the pure 
bred herd of Holstein cows that the 
University of Nevada has been build- 
ing up during the past several years. 
Under the able direction of Prof. F. 
W. Wilson, head of the College of Ani- 
mal Husbandry, this herd was devel- 
oped into one of the outstanding Hol- 
stein herds of the West. The aver- 
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age production of the cows tested is 
11,148.4 Ibs. milk, testing 3.86 with an 
average yearly fat production of 432.59 
lbs. As these cows freshen, they will 
be bred to either King Piebe Dawn or 


Carnation Pohlcrest, the two sires 
recently added to the Heath herd and 
whose three nearest dams average 
over 880 lbs. fat. The opportunity to 
purchase this herd came through the 
failure of the Nevada State Legisla- 
ture to appropriate funds for carrying 
on the work of the Department of 
Animal Husbandry in the Nevada 
State University. 





Axel Hansen, Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, has accepted an invitation to 
judge Holsteins at the Canadian Royal 
this fall. Mr. Hansen also judges at 
Waterloo this year and will be con- 
sulting judge at the National. The All- 
American Committee for 1931 thus far 
consists of Mr. Hansen, Mr. Moscrip, 
who will judge our breed again at 
Eastern States Exposition, and R. M. 
Holtby, of Canada, who will officiate 
at the National. The judge at the 
Pacific International Live Stock Ex- 
position, who will also be a member 
of the committee, has not yet been 
announced. 





IOWA HAS MOST “AG” STUDENTS 


With 887 undergraduate students 
enrolled in the Agricultural Division 
during the winter quarter, Iowa State 
College ranks first in enrollment 
among land grant colleges in the 
United States, according to Dean 
Johnson, of Washington State College, 
Pullman. 

In the fall quarter 843 undergradu- 
ate, 34 non-collegiate and 118 graduate 
students were enrolled in agriculture 
at Iowa State. During the winter the 
enrollment was boosted to 887 under- 
graduate, 147 non-collegiate and 123 
graduate students, according to H. H. 
Kildee, vice-dean of agriculture. 

Illinois, Michigan, Oklahoma and 
Kansas State agricultural colleges 
rank in order after Iowa State in en- 
rollment, the survey shows. 

The total enrollment in agriculture 
at lowa State during the fall quarter 
reached 995, and was raised to 1,157 
in the winter quarter. 





IOWA TESTING CONTEST UNDER 
WAY 


On February 15, entries were closed 
for the official testing contest in- 
augurated by the Iowa Holstein 
Breeders’ Association and all the cows 
were started on their way in the Iowa 
cow race. Since the rules limited the 
contestants to those who had never 
done any official testing prior to 
March 1, 1930, the numbers were con- 
sequently cut down and there was a 
total of only 35 cows. However, as 
the tests have been progressing, the 
quality of the cows entered is evi- 
dently going to make up for the quan- 
tity. 

One of the two-year-olds in the con- 
test has made retest requirements in 
each of her first eight months on test 
and may make a new state record in 
her class. Among the aged cows, one 
has made 709 lbs. fat, or 886 lbs. butter 
in her first eight months, another 620 
Ibs. fat in seven and a half months. 
Another two-year-old has 426 lbs. fat 
in her first seven months. All of the 
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cows are in Class A. There was no 
division into the different classes but 
age handicaps will be figured, bringing 
all records to a mature basis. 

There will be twenty-five prizes 
awarded, the first $50 in gold, second 
and third gold watches, and other 
prizes include True Type models, 
medals and fobs, and subscriptions to 
the World.

confined to the Butter Lass family. Among the other good 
Canadian cows (Mr. Baker calls them his French cows), 
may be mentioned Queen Clothilde Pontiac Echo, grand 
champion at New York State Fair, Brockton and Wor- 
cester, Mass., last year; Irene Canary Echo (802 lbs. fat 
at 3 years) and now crowding the 1,000-lb. mark on three- 
time milking at the beginning of a new test; Gypsy Queen 
Pietertje, just finished with over 800 Ibs. fat at Baker 
Farm; Sylvia Posch Alcartra, Patricia Colantha and Neth- 
erland Lass of Baker Farm, make a sextette any breeder 
would be proud to own. Since my visit eight more daugh- 
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ters of Soo Canary Finderne have been added to the herd, 
They are sisters of the new herd sire, Canary Korndyke 
Finderne. It was another daughter of this sire that topped 
the recent National Sale at $2,050. These Canadian foun- 
dation animals Mr. Culver selected for Baker Farm, in- 
cluding the Butter Lass family and those mentioned above, 
make up the finest lot of udders we have ever seen on a 
group of equal size in any herd. Mr. Baker really be. 
lieves in the new slogan he has selected for his advertis- 
ing—‘Good udders mean so much”. 


The prominence given these Canadian-bred animals 
in this story, must not lead the reader to believe the 
Ormsbys and K P OP have been entirely relegated to the 
background in the Baker Farm breeding program. Wis- 
consin Fobes 7th, this time in calf to Sir Inka May Wal- 
ker, is still on duty. Hollyhock Johan Pontiac Fobes gives 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes direct representation in the herd, 
Those two grand old ‘matrons and the full sisters, Miss 
Piebe Fobes and Miss Ormsby Piebe Fobes, two of the 
best dairy cows K P O P ever sired, are still breeding 
regularly and there is a good sprinkling of daughters of 
Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th in the younger milking herd. 
Triune Papoose Piebe 2d, daughter of the only five-times 
All-American female, owned jointly now with Hargrove & 
Arnold, is still in the herd. Her young daughter was a 
successful member of the Baker Farm show herd last 
vear. Altogether, there are at this time nine cows in 
the herd with yearly records above 800 lbs. fat, and fifteen 
calves and yearlings from dams above 800 lbs. fat. There 
are plenty of additional candidates in the herd. Com- 
mencing with this year all test work at Baker Farm is 
being carried forward in Class B (3-time milking). Prac- 
tical, perennial performance is the program they are work- 
ing on rather than a few sensational records with a 
wreckage of broken down udders and broken down cows 
left. This is a sound theory and in line with the present- 
day trend. Natural conditions are also provided for the 
growing heifers. One paddock of twenty-four yearlings 
has been roughing it all winter under the open shed 
method. Their rugged, rough-coated strength furnishes 
a splendid testimonial to the soundness of the plan. 

They now have thirty-five cows in yearly test, all in 
Class B, except two or three runing in Class C. This is 
practially a herd test, as nearly every milkink female is 
on test except a few of the older animals already with 
records and the usual sprinkling of cows carrying some 
abnormal condition. The test cows, as well as the rest of 
the milking herd, are milked by machine with entire satis- 
«tion. Mr. Culver as manager keeps a close eye upon 
all details in connection with the herd. His chief assistant 
is M. D. (Mike) Hart, herdsman. 


We have mentioned in passing, a few of the herd sires 
at Baker Farm. Canary Korndyke Finderne. the son of 
“Louise” recently acquired, was not yet delivered at the 
time of my visit, but I have seen him in his former home 
and he is a real one. Sir Inka May Walker, son of May 
Walker Inka Segis, famous $7,100 twice All-American 
daughter of May Walker Ollie Homestead, is growing out 
into a likely yearling. His sire is a son of Bell Farm 
Honor from the 37.68-lb. Belle Model Pontiac. The dam is 
a full sister to Sir Inka May and there is plenty to war- 
rant Mr. Culver’s confidence in him. 3rookholm Inka 
27th, famous All-American son of Sally Francy. owned 
jointly with Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, was at 
his Canadian home when I called. Ward Stevens recently 
reported to me that he had never seen a bull grow out 
and body down like this fellow has since the Roval. He 
is getting some wonderfully promising calves, all young 
as yet. Ormsby Direct. the oldest sire in the lot, presents 
one of the strongest Sir P. O. M. 37th pedigrees to be 
found anywhere, closely combining as he does the blood 
of three of the highest record daughters of this famous 
sire. Ormsby Direct has seen considerable service in the 
herd, so that they now have twenty-two of his daughters. 
Pending their development, the bull has been leased for 
1 year to Harold Shaw, Sanford, Maine. The baby of the 
lot is Baker Farm Aristocrat, a son of Ormsby Direct with 
an additional Sir P. O. M. 37th cross through his own dam, 
Pearl Mooie Ormsby, probably the best uddered daughter 
Sir P. O. M. 37th ever sired. She made three-year-old rec- 
ords of 35.86 lbs. butter in 7 days; 750.93 lbs. fat (938.7 
Ibs. butter) in a year. Her dam was one of the very 
greatest of the 800-lb. fat daughters of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad. This youngster represents one of the most intense

including more rigid culling and the use of better sires. 
He recommended solving the help problem with up-to-date 
machinery and urged dairymen to combat the prevailing 


low prices by producing a higher quality product. Chester 
Sartwell, Holstein breeder of Mexico, N. Y., was given the 
annual Master Dairyman award, he being the tenth man in 
the county to receive this honor during the five years since 
the organization of the Council. Twelve other dairymen 
of the county, mostly Holstein breeders, were designated 
Honor Dairymen. They included Willard J. Hall of Os- 
wego, Hugh F. Whitney of Pulaski, Raymond Wiltsie of 
Hannibal, Ralph Sponenberg of Fulton, L. H. Bushnell of 
Oswego, Wim. R. Jerred of West Amboy, Carl Smith of 
Mexico, E. Lyman Smith & Son of Parish, Eugene Sheldon 
ot Oswego, J. C. Hill & Son of Fulton, Harold Dowl of 
New Haven and L. W. Sheldon & Sons of Fulton. Certi- 
ficates were presented by E. J. Lonis, chairman of the 
council. Mayor Baldwin of Fulton opened the program 
with an address of welcome. 

Classes of 4-H calves of three breeds, Holstein, Jersey 
and Ayrshire, were judged by Leon N. Claus, County Agent 
of St. Lawrence County, who also conducted a showman- 
ship contest for club boys.

FIVE THOUSAND ATTEND ONTARIO FIELD DAYS

held between June 11th and 19th. The seven events pulled 
off attracted approximately five thousand people, and in 
a general way created province wide interest, attention 
and support. If is also worthy of note to observe that 
business organizations and Governments, both provincial 
and federal, co-operated closely with the Extension de- 
partment of the Folstein-Friesian Association in ably as- 
sisting to obtain the results achieved. The value of this 
contribution was recognized and deeply appreciated by the 
breeders, who on more than one occasion voiced the feel- 
ing that the service rendered through donations for prizes, 
providing speakers, putting on special window displays, 
etc., had served in a very material way to build up a new 
lease of life in agriculture, and the breeding of better 
live stock. : 

The field day at Brantford was the first of its kind 
ever attempted in Western Ontario on such a large scale. 
The attendance estimated at close to one thousand people, 
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was drawn from eleven Counties, making it an outing 
that will long remain memorable in the minds of those 
who took part. Here, as at several of the other points 
visited, a judging competition and sports featured a full 
day program, with both men and women taking part. Some 
idea relative to the interest attached to the judging com- 
petition may be gleaned from the fact that nearly three 
hundred people, among them many of the most prominent 
breeders in Canada, turned in cards with placings in 
order of merit of six cows provided from a herd of twenty 
head. The awards made by the judge, Fred W. Lee, Spring- 
ford, Ont., gave first prize to Elmer Karn, Woodstock, 
second to Mrs. Jack Fraser, Streetsville, and third to Mrs, 
T. O. Dolson, Brampton. In carrying through the sports, 
both sexes entered just as enthusiastically into the games 
as they had taken part in the judging, and in consequence, 
the tug of war, horse show pitching, soft ball, races, etce., 
brought out the skill and ability of amateurs that would not 
have lowered the credit of professional teams. 

And so on down across the large sections of Ontario 
devoted to Holstein breeding, Durham County had a crowd 
of one hundred and twenty-five, York and Peel five hundred, 
the Belleville district one hundred, the ten Counties of 
Eastern Ontario and Western Quebec, one’ thousand, 
Leeds and Frontenac, five hundred, and Peterboro and 
Victoria three hundred and fifty. 

In conversation with press representatives at the close 
of the field days, R. B. Faith, Director of Extension, who 
was largely responsible for organizing them, said, that 
they had measured up fully to the expectations in charge 
of the different units, and he expressed the opinion that 
through their influence and effect, friendship among the 
breeders had been widened, and the welfare of the breed 
enhanced and advanced.

Ormsby combinations to be found anywhere today. 

Mr. Culver has been giving close attention to the farm- 
ing end of the enterprise as a fundamental of the practical 
operation of the institution. With the assistance of the 
University of New Hampshire, a long-term rotation pro- 
gram has been mapped out that is expected to provide suf- 
ficient home grown roughage for the herd of 150 head. 
No part of this program has given better returns than 
the work in pasture improvement. Thirty acres of sweet 
clover made wonderful pasture last season, providing a 
high protein, succulent feed in the heat of the summer, 
and at the same time building the soil for a bumper corn 
crop in 1931. This plan will be continued. Forty acres 
of other pasture is used likewise. These permanent pas- 
ture plots were re-seeded with a mixture of blue grass, 
white Dutch clover and timothy, and some interesting 
experiments were carried on with commercial fertilizers. 
Actual figures showed that an application of high nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash commercial fertilizer returned $38 
per acre above cost, while treatment with stable manure, 
added to the commercial fertilizer, brought a return of 
$78 per acre above cost. Care is taken periodically to dis- 
tribute the droppings in the pasture, and the whole pro- 
gram, according to Mr. Culver’s experience, encourages 
earlier growth, less weeds, and highly satisfactory returns 
along lines that are very generally neglected. 

Since the date of my visit another important step has 
been taken in the development of Baker Farm on sound, 
practical lines. Another farm of 200 acres, near Exeter, 
has been purchased and with it a contract to supply 1,000 
quarts of milk a day to Phillips Exeter Academy. The 
new farm will be used largely for pasturing young stock 
and growing hay, the milk proposition being handled en- 
tirely from the home farm. 

The many friends of the Culvers will be pleased to 
learn that they are very happy in this location; that Perry 
Culver, now sixteen, is an honor student at Phillips Exeter, 
nationally famous preparatory school, driving the six miles 
back and forth each day, while Marguerite, now quite a 
young lady, is attending Robinson Seminary at Exeter. 
The latch string is always out at Baker Farm for visiting 
Holstein folks. New England hospitality, as interpreted 
by these natives of the Middle West, seems to be an un- 
beatable combination.

CATTLE OWNER RETURNS CHECK 
TO HELP TB WORK 


A check for $220.94 as indemnity on 
his cattle which reacted to the tuber- 
culin test was indorsed and returned 
to the New Hampshire State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture by George C. 
Clark, a cattle owner of Plymouth, N. 
H. In declining to cash the check Mr. 
Clark stated that he would like to do- 
nate the sum to help carry on the work 
of eradicating tuberculosis from the 
cattle herds of the State. Mr. Clark 
also wrote to Dr. E. A. Crossman, Fed- 
eral inspector in charge of tuber- 
culosis eradication in New Hampshire, 
and expressed a desire to cancel claims 
to Federal indemnity for the reactors 
in his herd. Both the State and Gov- 
ernment officials regard this case as 
an outstanding example of a public- 
spirited cattle owner eager to aid in 
the nation-wide campaign to eradicate 
bovine tuberculosis. 


New Hampshire has been making 
excellent progress in the testing of 
herds for tuberculosis, Government 
records show. In April, 21,075 cattle 
were Officially tested in that State. 
Three of the 10 counties in the State 


have already been established as mod- 
ified accredited areas, signifying that 
all the cattle have been tested and 
that not more than 0.5 of 1 per cent 
of the cattle of these areas are tuber- 
culous. Interest in the work in other 
counties, also, is indicated by a wait- 
ing list of more than 3,000 cattle own- 
ers who have recently made applica- 
tions for the test. The State legisla- 
ture recently provided $600,000 for the 
work, which can be completed within 
three years. 





During the month of April 1931, 233 
Accredited Veterinarians applied re- 
tests to 7,624 accredited herds in New 
York State, made up of 100,167 cattle. 
The number of tuberculous animals 
revealed was very low, the percentage 
being five-tenths of one percent. These 
herds were located in fifty-five differ- 
ent counties.

Ten differ- 
ent supervisors were employed in the 
conduct of the test.

lbs. milk containing 923.5 lbs. fat. Mr. 
Graham sold her in the Grand Rapids 
National Sale of 1925 to Senator 
James Cousens, Pontiac, Mich., for 
$725, who a little later took quite a 
loss on her at the Fifth Michigan 
State Sale, when she went to Jim 
Hays at $325. 

In the three years, 1927, 1928 and 
1929, in the Hays herd at Howell, 
Mich., Maida Veeman Korndyke made 
three D. H. I. A. records above 15,000 
lbs. milk and averaging close to 500 
Ibs. fat, paying an average profit per 
year of well over $200 above feed cost. 
We now turn the “mike” over to Jim 
Hays, who broadcasts as follows: 

“When ‘Maid’ showed such steady 
high production under ordinary farm 
care with its unavoidable periodic un- 
favorable conditions, I decided that 
she would ‘step out’ if ever placed 
under the favorable conditions of A. 
R. S. O. In looking about for some 
place where Maid could have her 
chance, I decided upon Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms, because of the sensible 
manner in which long time work was 
being conducted there. The superin- 
tendent, J. E. McWilliams, agreed to 
test Maid—possibly because he is a 
good friend of mine and possibly be- 
cause he formerly ran a cow for me 
and she ‘done noble’, missing the 
30,000-lb. mark by only about 400 lbs. 

“So Maid was delivered to Detroit 
Creamery Farms in February 1930 to 
be dried off and to have about six 
weeks of rest and fitting before fresh- 
ening for yearly test. How she was 
handled is a story to be told by 
McWilliams or by ‘Adam’, the care- 
taker of the test string. Adam told 
me early in the test that he believed 
the cow would make a good record 
‘because she is a good feeder, not too 
big, and minds her own business’. 
We had hoped she would make 1,000 
Ibs. fat, but McWilliams tells me that 
they had to drop her to three-time 
milking during the last three months, 
which cut her down to an average of 
about 2.1 lbs. fat per day for this 
period.” 

Maida Veeman Korndyke has 
dropped four calves since coming into 
the Hays herd. The first was a bull 
born in December 1926, now owned by 
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M. W. Andrus, Napoleon, Mich.; 
another bull born in December 1927, 
owned by Ralph Woodward, Elsie, 
Mich.; and two heifers, one born in 
March 1929 and the other in April 
1930, both owned by Mr. Hays. She 
is due in September by a son of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch from one of 
the best daughters of Ambassador 
Fobes. She was classified as Good 
Plus in January 1930. 





TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 
WORK IN MAY 

During the month of May 1, 167,602 
head were tested for tuberculosis in 
101,540 herds, with only 14,804 re- 
actors. New York State tested the 
largest number, 196,896, Wisconsin 
following with 116,809, Illinois being 
the only other state testing over 
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100,000 head during the month with 
their total of 108,915. There are at 
this date 2,791,839 herds that have 
been once tested and found free from 
tuberculosis and they contain a total 
of 23,560,063. Just over thirty million 
cattle are now under supervision in 
3,273,900 herds. An additional 2,283,000 
head are on the waiting list in the 
various states.

ADVANCED REGISTRY DIVIDENDS 
DECLARED 


Although only 18 herds in Illinois 
now have Holsteins on test for Ad- 
vanced Registry, we find that during 
the past month, records were com- 
pleted and reported from these few 
herds which affect the value and de- 
sirability of breeding animals in at 
least many dozens of Illinois herds. 

The records referred to are those 
recently completed on daughters of 
Illinois sires whose sons (brothers 
to the tested cows) are now and have 
been in service in a great number of 
Illinois herds.

WISCONSIN TO FIGURE AVER- 
AGES ON “COW-UNIT” PLAN 
The “cow-year” method of figuring 
yearly herd averages has several ex- 
cellent features. At the same time, a 
number of cases have come to our 
attention in which unusual conditions 


as to lead to clearly inflated results. 
The “cow year” method has also 
failed to prove any more satisfactory 
to the members than were those 
methods in earlier use. 

We have been giving careful con- 
sideration to the above facts and 
some time ago decided that a change 
would be advisable. The question was 
submitted to the testers at the spring 
conferences and the large majority of 
those present at each favored the fol- 
lowing “cow unit” plan: 

“In calculating herd averages, 
the production of all first calf 
heifers in milk ten or more 
months of the herd test year, and 
all cows, regardless of number of 


freshened and are owned in the 

herd ten months or more of the 

herd test year shall be included in 
the herd average.” 

This is the wording adopted by the 
Special Committee on Herd Improve- 
ment Registry representing the 
American Dairy Science Association 
and the several dairy breed associa- 
tions. It does away with the “cow 
year” plan since each cow considered 
toward the average is taken as one 
cow for one year. Of course, if a 
heifer or other cow in the herd less 
than ten months still has a production 
to her credit equal to the average of 
the other members of the herd she

U. S. Champion Dies 


O. F. Foster, manager of Lakefield 
Farms, Clarkston, Mich., reports the 
death of Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d, at 
Lakefield Farms, on June 13, 1931. 
This famous daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th was one of the 
outstanding producers of the breed. 
She was bred by John Erickson, Wau- 
paca, Wis., and in her first lactation, 
calving at the age of 1 year, 11 months, 
13 days, set up the highest record ever 
made by a heifer under two years of 
age in any breed. Her figures in that 
lactation were 870.63 Ibs. fat, 22,153.3 
Ibs. milk, and the fat record still 
stands unequalled. At her next calv- 
ing, at the age of 3 years, 6 months, 
16 days, she increased this record of 
996.11 lbs. fat, 26,357.6 lbs. milk. In 
the dispersal of the Erickson herd in 
1924, she was purchased for $4,300 by 
Lambert & Webber, Lakefield Farms, 
Clarkston, Mich., and in their herd 
continued her outstanding work. In 
six-year-old form, she completed a 
yearly record of 1,038.08 lbs. fat, 29,- 
429.9 lbs. milk, and as a seven-year-old 
made the highest record ever com- 
pleted in the United States with a pro- 
duction of 1,286.23 lbs. fat (1,607.8 Ibs. 


butter), 33,140 Ibs. milk. Her four 

records thus show an average of 

1,047.76 lbs. fat, 27,769.7 lbs. milk. 
Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d _ has 


dropped five offspring during her life 
time, her last freshening having been 
in Aug. 1926, at the commencement of 
her U. S. championship record. Her 
first calf, M. B. B. Ormsby, was a 
daughter by Marathon Bess Burke. 
She has never been tested and no his- 
tory of her work is available. Her 





second calf, M. B. B. Burke, was born 
September 1922, and was sold as a 
bred yearling in the Erickson dispersal 
in 1924 for $2,100, going to the Jap- 
anese Government. Her third calf, 
dropped just before the sale, was Gov- 
ernor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie, a bull by 
Governor Fobes, who has achieved a 
wide reputation as the head of the 
famous Femco herd in Minnesota. At 
Lakefield Farms, she dropped two 
sons, these being Count Veeman Piebe 
Segis 19th, now under lease by Femco 
Farms, and Lakefield Mercedes Orms- 
by Fobes, her last calf, by Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes 34th. He is still in 
service at Lakefield Farms. 





LOOK INTO YOUR OWN HERD 


Last week we visited a good farmer- 
breeder’s herd in Illinois and among 
other animals in his herd this breed- 
er showed us a family of good dairy 
type cows consisting of dam, daugh- 
ter and granddaughter. The dam and 
daughter had both made, under farm 
conditions, 500 pounds of fat one to 
three times and the granddaughter 
was showing evident equal producing 
capacity as a three-year-old in Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association. We 
consider the old lady standing at the 
head of this three-generation combi- 
nation an exceptionally good transmit- 
ter of production and dairy type. Fur- 
thermore, we do not believe that the 
owner of this herd could, at least at 
this time, afford to pay the price for 
a bull of record-proven inheritance 
equivalent to that represented in this 
family of females which he has in his 
herd. We maintain that the quickest

way for this breeder to get ahead and 
improve his herd is to take one or 
two members of this great family of 
cows and breed them to his neighbor’s 
proven sire with the idea of raising 
a bull calf out of one of them for his 
next herd sire. Then to complete 
the job, put this family of cows on 
Advanced Registry Test, giving them 
the opportunity to make the outstand- 
ing records which they would undobut- 
edly make. He will then have bettered 
his own progress, saved money and 
added to our breed another record- 
proven family of strong transmitting 
animals. 


Some of us have just such families 
of cows in our herds. We actually 
haven’t cash to buy the kind of bulls 
required to maintain this kind of pro- 
duction in our herds. Why not follow 
the plan suggested here to save our 
money and take a big step forward 
now? The Illinois Holstein-Friesian 
Association will gladly discuss just 
such problems as this with you and 
co-operate with information and ad- 
vice in the making of your records 
and the breeding of your animals.— 
Jas. B. Ball, in The Illinois Holstein-

The setting for this year’s sale is 
ideal, Mr. Baker of Silver Glen Farm 
having offered the use of his beauti- 
ful establishment, four miles north of 
St. Charles, on Route No. 22, for this 
purpose. This is not only one of the 
finest show places of the Middle 
West, but is the home of one of the 
coming Holstein herds, and those who 
attend the sale will appreciate the op- 
portunity of seeing Silver Glen Farm 
and herd. 

The offerings are recruited largely 
from leading show herds in states 
bordering or almost bordering IIli- 
nois—mostly from Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Iowa and Missouri, and of course 
from the “home state” as well, with 
one consignment each from Michigan 
and North Dakota. Every offering was 
selected by the management on the 
basis of type first, although records 
and blood lines have been by no 
means neglected. Not all of the of- 
ferings have been prize winners, but 
those that have not are all considered 
great show prospects.

She is a heifer that should at- 
tract international attention as should 
the entire Fredmar' consignment, 
which includes the yearling son of 
Netherland Belle Homestead; also a 
32,000-lb. son of Triune Supreme; also 
the National blue ribbon winner, Jon- 
sie Maxine, the former Missouri State 
Champion 1,000-lb. (butter) cow, Car- 
lotta Burke Parthenea, and numerous 
other stellar attractions. 


The hosts to the sale, Silver Glen, 
are also giving wonderful support to 
the sale. As they have decided not to 
show this fall on the big circuit, they 
are offering quite a number of the 
stellar attractions from their last 
year’s show herd. These include Sir 
Billy Jennie De Kol, Reserve All- 
American senior yearling bull of 1930; 
Milford Pontiac Ormsby, the many 
times grand champion aged cow of

The present “cow year” plan is to 
be considered as discontinued in Wis- 
consin after July 1, 1931, and the 
above “Cow unit” plan is substituted 
in its place. ; 

Some advantages of the “Cow Unit” 
plan *are,— 

1. It may encourage more rigid cull- 
ing of our poor and aged cows 
before the association year closes. 

2. We will not result in a herd aver- 
age inflated above the record of 
the best cows in the herd. 

3. Cows that died, were sold for beef 
or for dairy purposes before the 
11th month need not be included 
in the yearly herd average.

MODERN HOLSTEIN IS MORE 
EFFICIENT 


That the modern Holstein-Freisian 
cow is much more efficient than a few 
cow generations ago is indicated by 
an analysis of the production records 
of mature cows on yearly test and 
four daily milkings during the past 19 
years. 

In the testing year ending in 1913, 
the average production was 16.653 
pounds of milk containing 563.5 
pounds of butterfat. By 1918, this 
had increased to 17,106 pounds of 
milk and 577.1 pounds of fat per cow. 
In 1923, the average was 18,771 pounds 
of milk and 632.8 pounds of butterfat. 

The year 1928 is representative of 
the average production during the past 
six years at about 20,641 pounds of 
milk and 701 pounds of fat. In 1928, 


the average was 20,736 pounds of milk 
and 699 pounds of fat. In three of the 
past six years, the average exceeded 
700 pounds of fat, ranging up to 727 
pounds a year ago, and in the remain- 
ing two ranged between 694 and 700 
pounds of butterfat per cow. 

Analysis of the production by years 
shows an average increase of 1,000 
pounds of milk and 30 to 40 pounds 
of butterfat in each five-year period, 
the net increase since 1913 approxi- 
mating 4,000 pounds of milk and 137.8 
pounds of butterfat, an increase of 
more than 24%.

Editor’s Note:— 

The accompanying article is a part of 
the beginning of an aggressive support 
of the herd-test and A. R. test work in 
New Jersey by the College Extension 
forces—along the lines suggested at the 
recent Syracuse convention by Mark 
Keeney. The idea is worthy of adoption 
by our other dairy states. 

Why should any farmer in New 
Jersey own pure bred dairy cattle? 
Records from all parts of the country 
indicate that pure breds average 
higher in production than the grades 
or mongrels. The best registered cows 
excel the best grades. The purebreds 
breed truer to type. There is more 
zest and satisfaction in working with 


pure breds than with grades. In the 
remote event of an outbreak of tuber- 
culosis the government pays higher 
indemnities for the former than for 
the latter. 

In addition to paying better at the 
pail, any surplus pure bred stock is 
extra income when sold. Moreover, 
pure bred herds will continue to be 
the source of herd sires. New Jersey 
has high-priced land, and good quality 
cattle are the only kind that will make 
a profit on it. It requires little or no 
more labor to feed and care for good 
cows than for poor ones.

Some Cannot Succeed With Pure 
Breds 


No farmer should try to breed pure 
breds unless he is a good dairyman. 
If a man does not really like cows, if 
he doesn’t enjoy the everyday hard 
work of handling dairy cattle, he will 
not succeed with pure breds. 

The pure bred owner must know 
that a “common pure bred” is no bet- 
ter than a grade. The registration 
papers mean very little wnless ae 
companied by a year record for milk 
and fat. Unless a man is willing to 
prove that his pure breds are worthy 
of the name he had better stay out of 
the game. Fortunately, it is easy 
and inexpensive to prove a cow 
through the cow-testing association or 
herd test. 

The New Herd Test Offers Much 


The herd test offers much for pure 
bred breeders. Through it reliable, 
low cost, commercial records are 
made. Good as are cow-testing (herd 
improvement) association records, 
herd test records are better—for pure 
breds. Why? For the following rea- 
sons: 


Herd test records are more per- 
manent. If the children tear up 
the cow-testing association book 
or it is burnt or lost in any way, 
it is almost impossible to replace 
the records. The herd test rec- 
ords are permanently preserved 
in a year book in the office of the 
national breed association. 

Herd test records are more 
easily checked and more authen- 
tic. At the beginning of the test 
each cow is identified. Her mark- 
ings are taken. In making up 
pedigrees many cow-test records 
are never included because the 
owner fails to furnish the records 
to the pedigree company. Herd 
test records are sure to be written 
into the pedigrees because re- 
liable pedigree firms have copies 
ol all such records. 

In order to make a high herd 
average the year record of poor 
pure breds can be Kept out of the 
yearly herd test summary by 
surrendering the registration 
papers. This culling of inferior 
cows is sure to raise the level of 
pure bred production. 

In this age of advertising, the mar 
who is familiar with his records, the 
leading families of his breed, his 
proved sires, his methods of manage- 
ment, and can tell about them in 2 
convincing manner, has a chance to 
succeed with pure breds. Even though 
all cattle have dropped in price the 
big, handsome, heavy milking cow still 
brings a good price. 

In studying the history of many 
pure bred herds, both successful and 
unsuccessful, in the United States, 
there are conclusions which are not 
difficult to reach. There are certain 
obligations which the owner of pure 
breds must assume if le is to hope to 
get ahead with is favorite breed. 

A Breeder’s Obligations 

For success a breeder of pure breds 
must have certain qualities and follow 
a number of good practices, as fol- 
lows: 

He must like dairy cattle, partic- 
ularly the breed he owns.

Sons, Greene, N. Y. He was described as the finest individual ever sold in 
an Earlville sale and certainly he presented a fine appearance, being a bull 
of wonderful style and character along with his other splendid attributes of 
type. He is a son of King Piebe 19th, former Berks Farm herd sire and later 
used in the well known Morgenthau herd, and his dam is the world’s champion 
milk producer, Eco-Sylv Mechthilde, with milk: records in two-year-old form 
for 7, 30 and 60 days that have never been equalled. She also has a ten 
months record of 19,233 lbs. milk, 745 lbs. fat in 4-year-old form. She is 
one of the most famous daughters of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and com- 
pletes the fourth generation of 30-lb. dams. Three representative daughters of 
this bull were shown with him in the ring and made a very splendid showing, 
the oldest daughter soon due to freshen having a particularly fine udder and 
selling for $275.

He must test. The offical herd 
or the cow-testing association 
offers inexpensive methods. The 
herd test is more permanent and 
a better type of commercial rec- 
ord. 

He must also sort his herd for 
type. 

He must have courage to cull 
low producers and sell them to the 
butcher. 

He must advertise the fact that 
a common pure bred with no rec- 
ord, or a small one, is no better 
than a grade, perhaps not as good. 

He must be business-like in his 
dealings, delivering registration 
papers and transfers promptly. 

He must advertise regularly and 
without exaggeration. 

He must keep posted on breed 
progress and should read regularly 
his breed journal. 

He must join hands with his 
fellow breeders in improving, 
boosting, and advertising the 
breed.

With a total of $94,784 in premiums 
for the 15th annual Eastern States 
Exposition from Sept. 20 to 26 in- 
clusive, the Exposition management 
is again offering to exhibitors the 
largest amount of prize money any- 
where in the East and a sum that not 
only compares favorably with records 
of previous seasons but places this 
agricultural institution among’ the 
national leaders in furnishing a direct 
incentive for the breeding and show- 
ing of better live stock. 

Of the grand total, $27,341 is of- 
fered on dairy and beef cattle, $3,925 
on swine, $4,215 on draft horses and 
$3,848 on sheep. Speed programs in- 
cluding light harness and automobile 
racing call for purses of $18,300 and 
prizes for the Springfield Horse Show 
amount to $19,000. In the specialized 
divisions, the general prize list 
issued today shows $1,000 for the Ex- 
position dog show, $1,500 for poultry, 
$700 for the Intercollegiate Students’ 
Judging Contests, $720 for boys and 
girls musical organizations, $700 for 
the second annual rabbit show and 
$200 each for the Exposition cat show 
and the annual championship sheep 
dog trials. 

The remainder, $12,855, will be de- 
voted to work of the several junior 
divisions. Chief among these are 
Camp Vail for farm boys and girls 
with $4,500; Mohawk Indian Village 
for Boy Scouts, $2,000; Junior Achieve- 
ment for city boys and girls, $1,500; 
baby beef club camp, $1,800; dairy 
calf club camp, $1,600, and _ lesser 
amounts for boys and girls poultry, 
sheep and swine, and vocational agri- 
culture.

The Exposition prize list in addition 
to complete classifications and prize 
offerings contains a fund of general 
information such as complete shipping 
and health regulations, officers and 
committees, a roster of special events 
and a list of all major fairs and expo- 
sitions of the United States and Cana- 
da with their dates and a detailed 
listing of similar events in New 
England.

HOLSTEIN SHOW 


Holstein breeders the past winter 
and spring realized the value of 
show and production records on their 
stock when the animals were led into 
the sale ring, and the determination 
to go out after those records is evi- 
denced in the early interest in the 
Twenty-Second Annual Dairy Cattle 
Congress, according to officials in 
charge. 

Requests for the premium list of the 
1931 show, Sept. 28 to Oct. 4, at Water- 
loo are on file from a number of the 
breeders in all parts of the country 
who are planning to show this season. 
The black and white breed has always 
had the largest representation at the 
Cattle Congress both in the open and 
elub classes, and this year should be 
no exception. 

In accordance with the practice 
started last year, intended to  dis- 
courage unnatural methods of fitting 
for the show ring, a new rule has 
been adopted by the Cattle Congress 
authorizing the judges to disqualify 
animals which in their opinions carry 
excess fat, and cows that they believe 
to be over-bagged. Heifers not-in-milk 
that have been milked out, or whose 
udders have been unnaturally devel- 
oped may also be disqualified by the 
judges. 

The new premium list shows that 
the cash awards offered by the show 
for Holsteins will be on the same at- 
tractive basis as last year. Ten cash 
prizes will be paid in each class, the 
tenth or smallest paying 50 per cent 
more to cows having produced in of- 
ficial test of 300 days or over, butter- 
fat exceeding 50 per cent of the re- 
quirement for admission to Advanced 
Register or Register of Merit. 

Special cash prizes offered by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America this year will total $600 
in the open classes. A special offer- 
ing of cash prizes and medals is also 
made by the Iowa Holstein-Friesian 
Association to the exhibitors of Hol- 
stein animals in the club department. 

Axel Hansen of Minneapolis will 
judge the breed this year. Judging of 
Holsteins will begin on October ist 
and continue October 2d.
